Mans Possible Causes 
The cause of peptic ulcer it not 
determined. An ulcer anywhere 
in the body may be damned as a 
small, purched-O'jt solution of 
continuity in a mucous membrane, 
usually round. The cause of this 
destruction of tissue may bs in­ 
fection, burns, corrosive chemicals 
or obstruction to the circulation 
of a part. So we must assume that 
Ona of theta causes operates in the 
esse of peptic ulcer. 
We know that in patients with 
peptic ulctr the gastric juice is 
very abundant, and there is an in­ 
creased amount of hydrochloric 
acid so we have a condition ready 
for a chenica! corrosion, although 
it is probable that hydrochloric 
acid itself does not causa the ulcer 
of the stomach, but that either an 
infection or a circulatory disturb­ 
ance robs the tissue of its vitality 
and the heavily concentrated acid 
gastric juice keeps this opts. 
Tha symptoms of peptic ulcer 
•re those of acid dyspepsia. There 
are discomfort and cramps in tha 
stomach, usually before meals, 
relief after meals because the 
meal neutralised the hydrochloric 
acid. The patient often hat a re­ 
gurgitation of acid into the mouth, 
which sets tbs teeth on edge 


Coin plications 


Thsrs ars throe serious com­ 
plications of peptic ulcer; (I) the 
ulcer may eat into a blood vessel 
and cause hsmorrhsge In the 
stomach; (2) it may eat c1c#r 
through tho ttomach with the dis­ 
charge of the gastric contents into 
th* peritoneum and result in peri­ 
tonitis; (8) in the process of heal­ 
ing it may elope up the end of the 
stomach entirely. All of the com­ 
plications are potentially a call for 
surgery. 
Most ulcers gat wail. The medi­ 
cal treatm ent is; the diet should 
consist in bland foods—that is 
those foods which do not stir up 
an excess of gastric juice or hydro­ 
chloric acid. The foods which unite 


» the most easily with hydrochloric 
acid and stimulate it to activity 
the least a rt proteins. Therefore 
tha best food for an ulcer patient 
is the white meat of the lean, 
broiled spring chicken. Any sim­ 
ilar food is equally satisfactory, 
Each a* lean steak, oysters, eggs 
and milk. 
,>hon Fried Meat 
Meat should never be fries for 
an ulcer patient. Besides these 
foods, fats are vary good and par­ 
ticularly cream, so a mixture of 
half cream and half milk is a vary 
beneficial food. Mashed potatoes 
and pureed vegetables are the 
form in whieh segetabies should 
he taken. Tomatoes usually irri­ 
tate tha stomach. So do sweet 
things, tu t ice cream and custards 
as desserts tie sn exception and 
can be taken with comfort. 
This diet should be supple­ 
mented by the regular use cl soma 
form of alkaline or neutralising 
powder, such ss sodium bicarbon­ 
ate. milk of magnesia or aluminum 
hydroxide.
